SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26—Ap- 
proximately 5,000 iron trades me- 
chanics in machine shops and foun- 
dries in the bay district struck to- 
day when the employers refused to 
grant the 10 per cent increase re- 
cently awarded shipyard mechanics 
by the government. 

Union officials declared that be- 
fore night the strike would be in 
effect in all shops which refuse to 
concede the demand. 

The strike was marked by a lack 
of uniformity of action on the part 
of the workers and considerable con- 
fusion resulted. 

There are about 250 shops affect- 
ed, employing upwards of 10,000 
men. 

MANY SHOPS CLOSED 

Half of the shops failed to oper- 
ate today when the men refused to 
work, according to Frederick C, 
Metcalf, secretary of the California 
Metal Trades Association, the em- 
ployers’ ‘organization, 

Every foundry, in. the bay. region, 
numbering about fifty, is closed, he 
said, 

Metcalf said that no uniform 
course was taken by the workers. 
In some instances, he said, the men 
continued to work ;fter the de- 
mands had been presented to the 
shop foreman and refused; in other 
instances they walked out, and in 
still other cases no demands were 
presented.
